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Introduction 


Land Use Signs are intended to provide prospective home buyers iri new and developing 
areas a clear indication of the approved land uses, the overall subdivision design and lotting 
patterns, and the street categories serving the area. A Land Use Sign is required for any 
development which requires a Standard Development Agreement. A Land Use Sign shail be

) approved and erected in accordance with the following procedures prior to the issuance of 


any Building Permits within the area covered by the sign. 


Application and Modification Procedures 


- An application for Land Use Sign approval shall include two copies of a plan showing the 
proposed Land Use Sign, coloured and labelled as required herein, which shall be 
reviewed by the Engineering Department, the Transportation Department and the Plann- 
ing Department. Relevant comments and required changes will be provided to the appli- 
cant. 


- Three coloured photographs of the approved sign shall subsequently be submitted to the 
Director of Planning for verification that all requirements have been met. Upon approval,. 
one photo shall be returned to the applicant, one sent to the Engineering Department 
and one shail be retained by the Planning Department. 


Location and Orientation —<— | ia 


- The sign shail be located at the main entrance to the subdivision. 


- The location of the Land Use Sign shail be clearly labelled ‘YOU ARE HERE’ and shall be 
oriented so that the ‘you are here’ label is close to the bottom of the sign. 


Sign Repair, Replacement and Removal 


A Land Use Sign shail remain in place for a minimum of 3 years, or expiry of the !ast final ac- 
ceptance certificate, whichever is the later. If a Land Use Sign is damaged or prematurely 
removed, it is the responsibility of the land developer to repair or replace the sign as soon as 
iS practicabie.

the sign as appropriate: 


- All schools, including their type and building locations if available. Where school 
construction has not been finalized, the words ‘Future (school type) School” shail ap- 
pear. 


The following note when appropriate: ‘Prospective residents are advised that the 
Calgary Board of Education has no plans to build schools in the 
district in the forseeable future. This area will be a busing 
area for public school students. The Calgary Board of Education reserves the 
right to designate which schools pupils wiil attend.”
